The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance of claims 1 1 and 14 is the inclusion of the limitations of 

"the feed pump and the pressure sensor being located in the tank- and an electronic 
controller for determining the pressure in the pressure line and the pressure in the tank 
as a function of the measurement signal supplied to the controller" in claim 1 1 ; and 

"determining the pressure in the pressure line during a first operating status and the 
pressure in the tank during a second operating status using the measurement signal 
transmitted to the controller "in claim 14 that the prior art of record neither taught nor 
suggested.
